f opserve an account in Holt’s paper, to give 
a solemn consequence to one of the most ridic- 
ulous transactions ever introduced into a publie 
body; T meanthe affair between De Witt Clin- 
ton anda Mr.Clarke. ‘The whole account seems 
to be this. 

Mr. Clinton ina debate no way relating to 
Mr. Clarke, introduced his name coupled with o- 
dious imputations. Clarke heard of it, and in 
the following note by Mr. Ianeh, requested a 
private interview with Mr. Clinton for the pur- 
pose of explanation.

“ Mr. George Clarke’s comphments to Mr. 
De. Witt Ciinton, and requests an interview, at 
Mr. Lewis’s hotel, or any other place at such 
hour as is agreeable to Mr. Clinton. Mr. Clarke 
will be attended with a genUiecman, and expects 
Mr. Clinton will adopt the same mode, as the 
business on which his conference is required in- 
dicates the propriety of such a step. 

Pearl-sireet, Feb. 13, 1810.” 

This note was handed by Mr. Lynch to Mr. 
Clinton, (as stated in the Columbiany who said 
it was an impertinent note. Clarke sent a se- 
cond resenting the insuling manner in which 
Clinton had received the first, which the follow- 
ing is presumed to be a true copy.

“ Srr, 

Tn my note to you of vesterday, Pcarefully a- 
voided any epithet of an indccorous or irritating 
nature ; the object of it being to demand an in- 
terview for the purpose of explanation and vin- 
dicating my own character, which I was credibly 
informed had been publicly attacked by you, in 
an improper and injurious manner, in relation to 
myself and tenants. Fhe contumely with which 
you have thought proper to treat my application, 
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the business of his office when he wae made 
Judice, and whom he afterwards procured to be 
appointed Recorder) and Parker, like Spencer, 
once more released Yates from prison. Tie 
Chancellor then ordered the Sheriff to re-im- 
prison Yates, and directed a notice to be served 
on Parker, to shew cause whv he too should not 
be imprisoned.

He 
however, was not satisfied, bu sent to New-York 
and obtained from a clerk in Chancery there, 
(Mr. Elmendorf,) a writ of error, inthe name 
of the Chancellor directed to the supreme court, 
alleging that in their decision there had been 


Senate.) The Chancellor followed this, bv issu- 
ing’ a supersedeas, alleging that the writ of error 
had issued improperly, and directing the su- 
preme court to pay no regard to it. The su- 
preme court paid no regard to it accordingly. 
On which the court of errors made an order on 
the supreme court, commanding them te make 
return to the writ of error forthwith: to which 
the court made answer that a supersedeas had is- 
sued to the writ of error, and thercfore the writ 
had not been obeyed. On this return, a ques- 
tion is made before the court of errors, whether 
the writ of error was or was not annulled by the 
supcrsedeas; which depends upon another, viz. 
whether the writ of supersedeas was itself valid ? 
—TF have been thus particular, that you may see 
that the question before the court of errors is a 
mere abstraet, dry law question, and that you 
may judge with what propricty, I might alrnost 
say, possibility, cither personal or party consid- 
erations could get mingled with it? The court 
was thronged with people to hear this law argu- 
ment !—Mr. Emmet was counsel for Yates. At 
acertain period of his discourse the Chanccllor 
rose and interrupted him for leaving the point, 
and going into an harrangue on the merits of the 


| original controversy, a topic foreign to the ques- 


tion before the court. The court determined, 
on an appealto them, that Mr. E. should confine 
himself to the question before them ; but Mr. 
Clinton took this occasion to observe tothe court, 
that a printed statement had been laid on their 
desks with a note or notes in the margin, made, 
as he understood by the Chancellor himself, and 
this he pronounced to be a contempt of that 
court.

The most interesting thing that has happened 
for a long time in this place is a sort of trial now 
going on in the Court of Errors, styled technic- 
allv * In the matter of John Van Ness Yates” 
This Yates is a young lawyer of this place, and 
it is not improper nor impertinent to mention 
that he has, ever since he came to manhood, dis- 
tinguished himself as a fiery partizan of Mr. De 
Witt Clinton. Unfortunately it was discovered 
some time ago, that this Mr. Yates was in the 
habit of using another person's. name, and an- 
nexing it to proceedings in chancery, white he 
had no right to issue in his own nase, not being 
an officer of that court entitled to that privilege. 
The discovery was communicated to the Chan- 
cellor, who ordered Yates to be imprisoned for 
a contempt of court. Mr. Justice Spencer issu- 
ed a habeas corpus and released him ; the Chan- 
cellor considered that Mr. Spencer had no right 
to interfere, and that the habeas corpus was 
void. He therefore, ordered him a second time 
to be imprisoned, and a second time Spencer 
released him. Instead of repeating the order 
of imprisonment immediately, the Chancellor 
waited till the Supreme Court should be in ses- 
sion, and then issucd his order to the Sheriff a 








third time, on which Yates~was once more im- 
prisoned ; but now it was necessary for him to 
make bis application to the Supreme Court; no 
single Judge having any power to interfere at all 
in anysuchecase. 7T he mater accordingly came 
before the Court, and the decided that tie 
Chancellor was right, and Mr. Spencer wrong, 
and remanded Yates to his prison. As soon as 
the court rose, Yates made application to the 
late Recorder of Hudson, one Parker, (a fela-

“ despised, if he runs about and proclaims to 
“ the public the names of his debtors.” 

Such isthe shabby defence of the royal cous- 
ins. We trust it is the best they can make ; and 
if so, we think that entire silence on the subject 
of the school fund, would have been a mark of 
their wisdom. ‘That “the money has been in- 
variably loaned to those who first applied,” ac- 
cording tothe old rule of “ frst come, first serve,” 
may be true, or it may not—for it is to be un- 
derstood, that Counsellor Faucet’s word is not 
always to pass for law. But, admitting that this 
was the case, it will prove that the royal cousins 
of the Jenkins famiiy, were remarkably diligent 
in their application—for we find, that within a- 
bout. three menths after the loan was opened, 
(that is, from the 21st of May to the Seth of Au- 
gust, 1803) Mr. Jenkins being comptroller, his 
fumily and their immediate connections and de- 
pendants, all of Hudson, obtained $6,100, or 
nearly half cf the whole amount loaned that 
year. 

Rut we are told, “ that federalists as well as 
republicans [democrats] have been supplied 
from this fund”—and that it is divided among 
130 individuals, of whom féree are“ decided fea- 
ervalists.’—Three out of one hundred and thirty ’ 
A very equal division, truly '—And we are also 
told, that out of $114,600, the whole amount 
loaned, the federalists have had upwards of 
Gla,ooo. Rare cquality, again ! Ten thousand 
dollars out of one hundred and fourteen thousand ! 
—We admit that three or four federalisis, and 
a few respectable democrats, have participated 
in this loan: But we say now, as we have said 
before, that, with these few exceptions, the 
whole fund has been lavished on the tools and 
sycophants of the dominant party, and the fami- 
ly connections and dependants of the officers who 
loaned the money—and that a large portion of 
the interest which has fallen due, and nearly the 
whole of the principal, remain unpaid.

In our last, we published the official report of 
the comptroller, containing the names of ali the 
borrowers. of the school-fund. We thercfore 
fecl no scruples about making these partial se- 
lections at this time. The editor of the Regis- 
ter refuses to publish the official report, “ un- 
less it should become necessary,” least it should 
* affect the credit” of certain people. Perhaps 
he thinks the management of the school-fund 
will not bear the light. There was an instance, 
a few days since, in which the state-printer 
would have withheld an official report from his 
readers, had not the assembly, by special reso- 
lution, rendered it “ necessary” for him to pub- 
lish it. He was then afraid of “ affecting the 
credit” of the state-managers. Apropos—the 
state-printer has either forgotten to publish the 
report of the treasurer of this state, or else he is 
apprehensive that even that may “ affect” some- 
hody’s “ credit.”
